Farm organisations have worked for years in an 
effort to regulate the number of acres planted in 
cotton, a Newspapers for years have urged reduc­ 
tion of acreage.

Yet the farmers of the 
South go right ahead planting big acreage. 
The recent conference in Birmingham tackled the 
proposition from an entirely new angle, and one 
whkh bodes well for the South.
